As an excommunicated priest, divested of 
every right to c membership In the Ro- 
man Catholic Chirch, Father Jeremiah J. 
Crowley defied the order of the highest trib- 
unal of the Catholic Church in Chicago yes- 
terday, and attended mass at St. Peter's 
church and the Holy Name Cathedral. He 
spent most of the morning in the church 
from which he was excommunicated on Sat- 
urday evening, being present at early mass 
at St. Peter's and high mass at the cathedral. 
By appearing in church Father Crowley 


set at naught thé order of Archbishop Fee- 


han that he should not be allowed to be pres- 


ent at or assist in any public service of the 


church, In spite of this fact he was not mo- 
lested, and the services proceeded without 
any particular attention being paid to him. 
High mass was almost over when Father 
He took a 
seat at the rear of the church. Several ush- 
ers who saw him enter hurried to the sacris- 
ty and informed Father Francis J. Barry, 
the chancellor of the diocese, that Father 
Crowley was in the congregation. Instead 
of attempting to exclude the excommunicat- 
te 12 1. Father Barry said simply. Close 
on dun. and the petvives pro- 


emt to livery Parish. 

‘The fate of Father Crowley In so far as 
his connection with the Catholic Church is 
concerfied, was sealed during the day, when 
the final order announcing his complete ex- 
communication was sent to every parish 
priest in the Chicago diocese. This order came 
after Father Crowley had defied openly the 
demand of Father Martinelli that he do pen- 
ance for his criticism of severa’ priests high 
in the offices of the Chicago diocese, and of 
Archbishop Feehan as well. 


Text of Excommunication Order. 


‘This morning every priest in the diocese | 
will find in his mail the following order, sent | 
out by Chancellor Barry at the dictation of 
Arehbishop Feehan; 

“* Whereas, the Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley, a 
priest exercising faculties in the Archdiocese 
of Chicago, has grievously violated the laws 
and discipline of the Roman Catholic Church 
and of the Archdiocese of Chicago, and as he 
persists contumaciously in his unlawful 
conduct, therefore, after due warning from 
the apostolic delegation of the United States, 
the said Rev. Jeremiah J. Crowley having 
failed to comply with the conditions laid down 
by the apostolic delegation, we hereby de- 
clare publicly and solemnly that the Rev. 
Jeremiah J. Crowley is exco icated from 
the Roman Catholic Church and all partici- 
pation therein, according.to the decree of his 


Eminence Sebastian, Cardinal Martinelli, 


Pro-Delegate Apostolic. 
“The effects of this most grave censure of 


the church are: 
“4. He is cut off from, the communion 
and society of the faithful.

Decree Attached. 
Attached to this order is the decree of 
Cardinal Martinelli, demanding of Father 
Crowley a public apology for his attacks upon 
certain priests, the withdrawal of such civil 
‘suits as may be pending, and the suppression 
‘ef any books or pamphiets that he had in 
‘contemplation. It was this order that Father 
Crowley ignored and which brought on his 
unication. Father Barry was the 
first to post the order of excommunication. 
oe greatest sensation of this whole af- 
‘fair is yet to come,” said a prominent offi- 
cial of the diocese. “ Father Crowley is 
not alone in his fight. He has supporters, - 
and I believe they are priests in the diocese.

Charles Paulsen, 17 years old, 914 Douglas 
Park boulevard, and Chariés Reidel, also

the shooting, were arrested, Paulsen admits 


For months the Polish boys of the neigh- 
borhood have been at war with the youths 
of other nationalities, and the parents of 
the contestants frequently have joined in 
the disputes. Yesterday afternoon young 
Karzinski, with Hugo Arki, 1002 Sacramento 
avenue, Thomas Fee, 1534 Sacramen- 
to avenue, and Joseph Iwenski, 1002 Sacra- 
mento avenue, built a large bonfire at the 
point where the shooting occurred laterson. 


War Dance, Then Shooting. 
None of the boys was more than 15 years 
old. In a short time they were joined by 
others, and the wild West show began. Paul- 
sen and Reidel approached the fire. The boys 
had been bird shooting, 2 were armed with 
small rifies. 

The smaller boys ame the newcomers 
to keep away from the fire, and on their re- 
fusal pelted them with stones. The intruders 
retreated for a short distance, and told the 
others that more stone enn would be 
met by rifie shots. 

Unawed by the threats more stones were 
thrown, and at last one of the larger boys 
opened fire. Five shots were fired, and at 
the last report Karzinski staggered and fell 
face downward in the grass. The shots 
caused a fright among the other youths, and 
they fied. Paulsen and Reidel wales slowly 
away. . 


Policeman Arrests Two, 

Policeman Wabal, who resides near the 
scene, was called and carried the wounded 
‘boy to the office of Dr. W. A. Kuflaski, who 
pronounced the wound dangerous. Leaving 
Karzinski in the care of the physician, the 
policeman went to the homes of Paulsen 
and Reidel, and placsd both of the boys 
under arrest. The rifles with which the 
shooting had been done could not be found, 
and both boys denied that they had carried 
the weapons during the day. g 

Later Paulsen confessed that he had fired 
_ several shots, but declared that all were 
aimed above the head of the crowd. The 
rifle carried by Reidel was a mugzié loading

_ MURDER IS UNPROFITABLE. 


Walks Into Montreal Police Station and 
‘Confesses to Killing Boy, the Crime 
Yielding Him Only Seventeen Cents. 


“IT killed a boy 
last night,“ said Tobin, Hanson, a Dane, 35 
years of age, to the officer in charge when 
he walked into Central police station today. 

I killed him for money, and I only got 17 
cents. That is not enough so I came to give 
myself up.“ 
Hanson described the locality in which the 
deed had been committed, and the police 
found the boy's body. It identified as 
that of Samuel Marotte, a son of Samuel 
Marotte, a well-known syice and coffee mer- 
chant. 

The police at first thought the man was 
crazy, but investigation showed that his 
whole story was true. Hansen is a Dane and 


has only been in Canada a few months. He 


arrived in Montreal a few days ago from 
Quebec, where he had been working. He 
state he had been drinking, and as he had 
no money he became desperate.

His manner was violerft and Mrs. Kennedy 
ran for the door. As she crossed the thresh- 
old Kennedy fired at her, the bullet entering | 
her side. She darted out of the house, Ken- 
nedy following. As she reached a path lead- 
ing to Sixty-third street the husband fired 
two more shots, both taking effect in the 
woman’s back. She stumbled on until she 


fell at the door of Henry Stever's saloon at 
1806 West Sixty-third street. 
Kennedy returned to the house and 80 
for his daughter. The frightened girl was 
crouching in a dark corner and did not an- 
swer. There she saw her father place the 
revolver to his head and fite, completing the 
ragedy. 

Sees Both Parents Die.

Mrs. Kennedy secured employment with 
Armour & Co. and went to live with her 
mother. Kennedy lived with Joseph Birch 
at 6819, Laflin street. It is said he called 
frequently on his wife and even followed her 
along the streets and threatened her life. 
Finally he demanded that he be given the 
care of the two children. Mrs. Kennedy ap- 
pealed to the Juvenile Court, and on Oct. 14 
Judge Tuthill gave the children into her 
care, but granted the father permission to 
visit them and take them for pleasure trips 
as often as the probation officer of the court 
would allow him. 


Married Twelve Years Ago. 
Kennedy was 35 years old and His wife 28. 
They were married twelve years ago. Al- | 
leged cruelty on his part is said to have 
caused the separation. It is reported Mrs. 
Kennedy intended to secure a divorce shortly | 
that she might marry McNulty. This 
aroused Kennedy’s jealous anger and led to 
the tragedy, He was employed as a driver 
of an oll ago. Kennedy always declared 
he was a/cousin of Martin B. Madden, but 
this was denied at the ex-Alderman’s home 
last night. 


MOB SEEKS MAN WHO WANTS

Hundreds of spectators stood across the 
road from the burning building, some cheer- 
ing the action of the family as bravery, and 
others condemning it as foolhardiness. 

A sick mother and a child alone in the sec- 
ond story of the burning building were res- 
cued with difficulty by Peter Nikrant, 227 
Eightieth street, and Policeman John Ryan 
of the South Chicago police force. 

The fire started in a two-story frame bulld- 
ing at 9125 Commercial avenue. The first 
story is occupied by William Day as a res- 
taurant, and the second by William Wetzel, 
his wife, and baby. Mrs. Wetzel, who was 
ill, was alone with the baby at the time, her 
husband having gone to a drug store to pro- 
cure medicine.

rapidly. Peter Nikrant turned in a fire 
alarm and Policeman Ryan then arriving 
at the place the two men dashed into the 
building to see if any one was there. 

In a room on the second floor they found the 
sick mother and baby. They carried Mrs. 
Wetzel from the building, then returned for 
the child. The flames were shooting up from 
the front stairs when they started out, and 
they were driven back after securing the 
child. Then they rushed out by the back 
stairs. Ryan's yattorm was burned in the 
rescue. 

One of the firemen’ s first acts on arriving 
at the scene was to order out the occupants 
of adjoining buildings. G. E. Cummings, his 
wife, and children are gaid to have refused 
to leave. Instead they are said to have knelt 
and prayed that their home might be spared. 
After the praying May, 19 years old and the 
oldest of the five Cummings children, sat 
near the front parlor window of the house 
holding in her arms a baby two months old. 

The Cummings home had in the meantime 
caught fire, and Lieutenant Melaniphy or- 
dered that if the fire could not be checked 
there immediately the Cummings family 
should be removed by force. The flames were 
extinguished only after damage of $300 had 
been done the Cummings house.

Ninety men are employed for ten hours a 
day. Work begins late at night and ends 
before noon. Twenty-eight wagons or 
the output of the ovens to 950 agen 
Those are interesting figures for * o of 
domestic economy.

The ovens were great tiled ones, capable 
of holding 800 loaves apiece.

Teur of eee 0 by Officials Gives 
Rise to Story That System Will Be 
Extended to California—Tranconti- 
> mental Lines te Be Constructed—Wa- 

bash to Expend $1,000,000. on Im- 
provement—Baltimore and Qhio Re- 
‘organization Impending. 


The tour of inspection which the officers 
and directors of the Rock Island are now 
making over the lines of the company in the 
West and Southwest has given a fresh im- 
petus to the réports that it is the intention 
to éxtend the road to California. The Moore 
brothérs and Messrs. Reed and Leeds, who 
are associated with the Moores in a number 
of business enterprises, are said to practical- 
ly hold a controlling interest in the Rock 
Island and are anxioug that the exfension 
to the coast be made. There is no doubt 
that they can command all the capital neces- 
sary to complete such a road. 

The Rock Island’s extension southwest 
from Liberal, Kas., to El Paso is nearly 
completed and will be opened for business 
by Wan. 1, This extension, in connection 
with the Southern) Pacific will give the Rock 
Island a line from Chicago to Los Angeles 
nearly 200 miles shorter than the Santa Fé, 
and a still further reduction in mileage can 
be made if an independent route west from 
El Paso is built. Surveys for such a line, it 
is said, have been made as far west as 
Yuma. The line is to run through Phenix, 
Ariz., and the people of this place are mak- 
ing great efforts to induce the Rock Island to 
build the road, as Phenix is not now on 
any direct line, but can only be reached by 
branch lines of the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fé Several short lines be- 
tween El Paso and Phenix have lately 
changed hand, and are said to have come 
under the control of Rock Island interests. 


Future Transcontinental Lines. 


Other important transcontinental! lines will 
be constructed during the next two years 
which will change the transcon- 
tinental situation. Foremost among these 
is the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient rail- 
pd, which Arthur EB. Stillwell is building 

from Kansas City west through Teatr and 
Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. The Standard 
Oil interest and J. Pierpont Morgan are 
ald to be backing Mr. Stillwell's enterprise, 
and it is said to be their intention practically 
to make the Orient road an extension of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul:

The week was not epecially prolific of 
feature in the provision trade. The only 
thing approaching it has been liquidation of 
October product, which has kept the cash 
market weak and made lower prices. Pack- 
ers have not paid much attention to the 
market, and outside trade has not been in 
large volume. Shipments of cu eats for 
the week were 14,271,000 lbs, com with 
38,870,000 lbs the same week last year. 

There is every indication of a broadening 
market in oats, which are subject to an ex- 
cellent demand on both export and shipping 
account. The Southwest is using steadily 
increasing quantities. Prices are substan- 
-thally le higher than a week ago. The 
long line held by one speculative interest, 
which began building it low in the 30s, shows

COAL CONTRACTS, 

The ta of the County board, which 
have been so blackened heretofore from 
coal contracts, are further smirched from 
the same cause, and the common suspicion 
that a partiealar firm, irrespective of the 
shameful scandals connected with its per- 
formance of previous contracts, is certain, 
under whatever circumstances, to get the 
county coal business is being further con- 
firmed, | 

After Tun Trreune’s exposure last spring 
of the frauds connected with county coal 
contracts—the failure to deliver according 
to the terms of the bid, and the connivance 
of county authorities—the County board de 
cided, with some display of official virtue, 
to buy for a time “in the open market.” In 
other words, the freshness of these revela- 
tions would have made it embarrassing to 
award further contracts just at that tim 
to the derelict firm. As an actual fact, how-~’ 
ever, the coal has ever since, under the ps- 
tensible “ open market” plan, been bought 
mainly from the same firm, and a formal 
offer made during the summer by a respon- 
sible firm to supply the eounty at a ma- 
terial and specified reduction in price be- 
low what it was ing was absolutely ig- 
nored. The sound of the scandals, however, 
has now become faint, and the board re- 
cently decided to let coal contracts again. 
Accordingly twenty bids were opened F'si- 
day—with the result that the bid of this 


same firm (for over $100,000 worth of de- 


liveries), was not only received, but was 
actually the one recommended by the mem- 
bers of the board, sitting as the Public 
Service committee, and by a vote of 9 to 8, 
for p by the board today. 

The obvious fact about this last pro- 
ceeding is the absolute impropriety of re- 
ceiving a tender from a firm whose record 
had been what that of this firm had been 
shown to be.

TESTIMONY OF ANOTHER EYE-WITNESS. 

Read in the light of the testimony of Oap- 
tain Clark of the Oregon the story of the 
battle of Santiago as told by Admirai Schley 


becomes even clearet and more graphic than 


his own testimony makes it. Nobody in the 
navy stands higher in public estimation 


Schley himself. Captain Clark’s testimony 
was confined exclusively to the narration of 
events from the time the Spanish vessels 
came out of Santiago harbor until.the Colon 
lowered its flag and the great victory was 
won. 

At every turn Captain Clark confirms the 
testimony of Admiral Schley. From the 
beginning to the end the Brooklyn and Ore- 
gon were close companions, but the Brook- 
lyn was always ahead and nearer the enemy. 
When the Spanish vessels came out our ves- 
sels headed directly towards the harbor en- 
trance, but the Spaniards crossed our line 
and swung to the westward, and our vessels 
turned westward ip pursuit. The Oregon 
ran between the Iowa and Texas, much 
loser than the Brooklyn ran towards the 


1 “Joop,” but when the 
. d the Brooklyn engaged 
with all four of the Spanish vessels, the rest 
of our vessels being astern. The Brooklyn 
was broadside to them and a little forward 
of the Oregon, and this position they main- 
tained to the end, the Brooklyn firing at all 
of them, the Oregon making each time for 
the sternmost Spapiard and engaging him 
until he was disposed of. : 

The signal which Admiral Schley die 
played ‘when the Spaniards came out was to 
“close up and “fallow the flag.” The 
Brooklyn led the way to the end of the bat- 
tle, and no other vessel followed its flag so 
closely as did the Oregon. The last signal 
hoisted by Admiral Schley was “ Congratu- 
lation over the grand victory and thanks for 
your splendid assistance.“ 

In this memorable fifty-five-mile chase the 
Oregon and Brooklyn were always together, 
Recalling his first sight of the Brooklyn as 
the smoke lifted Captain Clark testified: 
“It made a deep impression upon me to find 
it there, and I felt that we should mutually 
support and dustain each other. I felt that 
a battleship was needed and that we were 
to be there together.” And they were there 
together. He testified that the battle was 
not completed in accordance with any squad- 
ron orders previously issued. The only or-

When, an hour after the battle was over, 
the belated Sampgon arrived on the New 
York agd Schley and Clark had reported, 
Admiral Sampson notified Clark that he 
would have to go in search of a mythical 
Spanish vessel supposed to be one of Cama- 
ra's fleet. Captain Clark testifies the fol- 
lowing colloquy octurred: | 

Believing as I. did that there was really a Sparish 
vessel there, I said: Admiral, in war we ought 
to overpower an enemy if possible. Why could not 
the Brooklyn go algng?’’ He turned and said! 
** Certainly; Schley you go also.“ I then felt that 
I had perhaps assumed too much in speaking to 
an Admiral and suggésting that a Commodore also 
accompany me. I turned to the Commodore and 
said: ‘‘ Commodore, we have knocked out several 
vessels this morning. We can another, can’t we?’’ | 
He said: ** Certainly we oan; come on.“ He then 
started over the side, and I started after him for 
my boat on the other side. What impressed me 
was his cheery manner of approving of my having 
mentioned his going, and that he had no feeling 
against me for mentioning that to a senior, and 
was rather approving in his manner, 


The incident shows the good feeling which 
existed between the two men to whom more 
than to any others belongs the credit of the 

The testimony of Captain Clark is of the 
highest importante, because it is not only 
the testimony of one who was there, but of 
the only one competent to tell what was 
done from beginning to end. Clark was the 
only eye-witness holding a command. The 
other Oaptains who were in the fight did the 
best they could, and all save one have testi- 
fied in Schley’s favor. That one was forced 
to “remain at his post,” and his testimony 
was based upon prejudice and vain boast- 
ing. He could not see the signals” of 
Schley. No wonder. He was not near 
enough. The testimony of those who were 
not there cannot ¢ount with any fair minded 
person. The testimony of Captain Olark 
coupled with that of Admiral Schley amply 
vindicates the latter. Clark saw the sig- 
nals and repeated them. Evans was so far 
away he could not see them when repeated, 
Olark’s testimony shows that Schley’s 
conduct under fire was admirable, that he 
led the way and set an example for all the 
Captains to emulate. It is impossible to 
believe that the court will not find in favor 
of Schley. It would be no more than just 
if the court should express its just condem- 
nation of the means which his enemies have 
employed to destroy him. 


CORPORATIONS AND TAMMANY. 

A New York paper prints a report that 
there was last week a meeting in that city 
of men prominently interested in great cor- 
porations, especially those holding ‘munici- 
pal franchises. The object of this meeting 
was to discuss the position which these cor- 
porations should take cgncerning the May- 
oralty campaign, It is said that a majority 
of the men present concluded that the in- 
terests which they represented had more to 
gain by the election of the Tammany than of 
the fusion ticket, and that therefore the 
corporations in question ought to work for 
Shepard. 

There is no inherent improbability in this 
report, There is every reason to believe it 
is correct. It is often the case that cor- 
porations thrive better under a corrupt mu- 
nicipal government, controlled by bosses 
who blackmail them, but who at the same 
time bestow on them valuable privileges 
for a tithe of their values, than under an 
honest municipal government which holds 
these corporations to a strict account and 
compels them to live up to their obligations 
to the public. Hence it happens often in 
New York and in other cities that men who 
believe that the pecuniary interests of the 
corporations with which they are connected 
are to be consulted first and foremost are 
found working with the powers of evil. 
But for their entangling corporate alliances 
these men usually would be on the side of 
good government. |

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Good business conditions now existing will 
probably continue for several months. 
Manufacturers generally can look for- 
ward with reasonable certainty to a continu- 
ation of active trade for at least that long. 
Orders now on hand are sufficiently large 
and the immediate future seems sure enough 
te justify the hope of satisfactory conditions 
in this country until the turn in the year at 
any event. The assurance with which the 
new year is awaited is greater in the iron 
and steel trade than any other, for it is en- 
joying phenomenal prosperity. Trade au- 
thorities predict that the steel rail business 
next year will be the heaviest on record and 
that some mills probably will reject export 
business. At present the largest company 
in that industry la so busy in caring for home 
consumers that it is neglecting foreign trade. 

In consequence of the heavy demand the 


the United States Steel corporation is said 
to discountenance such a step. Cars are be- 
ing ordered by the railroads in large number, 


and a conetant replacement of old wooden 


going on. The position in other Mnes Is 
favorable. The woolen trade had been lag- 
ging, but is participating now in the gener- 
ally sound conditions in the country. Ool- 
lections are uniformly good and show an 
tmprovement in the South, where the back- 
ward movement of cotton had caused delay. 
Wheat and corn sold higher, the former on 
a repetition of reports of damage to the Ar- 
gentine crop, though it is too soon to deter- 
mine the harm by the drought. Corn de 
clined early in the week on short selling, but 
recovered afterwards, as holders were un- 
willing to sell at the low prices. In the nine 
months up to Oct. 1 domestic exports from 
this country were greater than from any 
other, exceeding the United Kingdom by a 
small margin. Export trade has fallen off, 
but so it has in other countries, | 
Foreign exchange was strong and reached 
4 point where gold exports could be made 
without a loss. It is probable that ship- 
ments of the meta! will be made this week 
to Paris or Germany. The Bank of Eng- 
land is likely to raise its rate on account of 
the continental situation, and, if it does, 
‘shipments may be made to London also. 
There is little speculation in this country 
now, and the New York banks can spare 
gold to Hurope, which would improve condi- 
tions there apd, by reflex action, help mat- 
ters here. The public has not become inter- 
ested in the stock market and is not likely to 
do so until the Northern Pacific dispute is 
finally settled. In the meanwhile other plans 
for railway unification in the Northwest are 
progressing.

LE PEDERSEN, the strong man of the 
big North woods, a gigantic Nor- 
wegian, who stands 6 feet 2 inches 
in his felt boots, and whose regular 
tipple is raw alcohol, has a new claim 
to distinction. He is the only man on record 
who ever spent three days employed as spe- 
cial wet nurse to 4 single six-inch minnow. 

They are telling the story in all the lumber 
camps this fall, and Ole Pedersen is the only 
man jack who can’t see the humor of it. 

It all grew out of the passion which a cer- 
tain Chicago man has for fishing and for fish- 
ing in his own way. The Chicago sportsman 

in question is a rich man, and never lets a 
mere matter of expense stand in the way of 
his sport. He has fished all over the conti- 
nent—caught tarpon on the Florida coast 
and tuna in the deep water off the coast of 
Catalina Island, California. He has whipped 
many trout streams in Wisconsin and all 
along the Lake Superior: country, and he 
knows the joys of landing a four-pound 
small mouth bass after a long cast in the

Where the ordinary musky ”’ fisherman is 
content to troll with a big spoon, bare or 
baited with a frog, this Chicago expert never 
uses anything but a single hook, which he 
always baits with a big yellow-h«'l'ed chub 
six inches or more in length. With one of 
these big chubs on a long line he has his 
guide row him slowly along the edge of the 
weed beds, so that his bait will have plenty 
of chance to swim about and catch the eye 
of the waiting and hungry musky.” 

A few weeks ago the Chicago sportsman 
went up into the woods to have his regular 
tussle with the big muskies.” He is per- 
fectly content to work hard for two or three 
days without getting a strike if at the end 
of that time he can land one of the forty- 
pound giants which every year come to his 
reel. But the first requisite for his sport is 
the possession of a supply of big, yellow- 
bellied chubs. Without ‘these to use as bait 
he will refuse to go fishing at all. 

As fishermen know, the yellow-bellied 
chub is an uncertain animal. On some days 
a couple of skiliful guides can catch with- 
out difficulty a netful of the wriggling crea- 
tures. On other occasions the chubs are as 
scarce as hen’s teeth. On this occasion the 
chubs were all in hiding. The Chicago man 
hired Ole Pedersen and another big Norwe- 
gian lumberjack to catch him a supply. The 
weather was cold and rainy. Now and then 
there was a dash of snow, changing to sleet. 
Almost every morning there was a scum 
of ice over the creeks and thoroughfares, 
where the chubs usually lie, and the natur- 
ally cold water was almost freezing.

Negiected Chapter of History. 
“Arnold's Expedition to Quebec,” by John 
‘Codman Jr. The Macmillan company. 


“Arnold's Expedition to Quebec,“ by John 
Codman Jr., is an important and long delayed 
chapter in the history of our war of the revo- 
lution. No infamy that overtook Benedict 
‘Arnold as the traitor’ should prevent the 
frank recognition od the bravery and the 
real patriotism displayed by him. Although 
the ition to Quebec proved a failure, and 
Was attended with the greatest hardship, 
suffering, and disaster, Arnold was not mis- 
taken in the strategic timeliness and impor- 
tance of the bold attempt. Had he been more 
adequately sustained the result might have 
been different. And had the expedition 
proved successful and Quebec been taken, 
British Amierica "’ would have been simply 
American and formed part of the American 
anion. But, in the words of President Me- 
Kinley, God's way is not our way.“ It is 
safe to believe that on the whole the result as 
it turned out has been for the best. 

John Codman, the author of this admirably 
executed piece of historical research and 


| Writing, did not live to see the final revision 


of his work. He died at the ake of only 34. 
The actual revision and verification of the 
manuscript was done by Henry S. Chapman. 

Benedict Arnold was as brave a man as 
Ethan Allen, with whom he came into only 
too close relations at the famous capture of 
Fort Ticonderoga; but Arnold was far from 
being as strong a man as Allen. From boy- 
hood he lacked self-discipline and was spoiled 
by an excess of pride and self-conceit. 

The author has told with notable clearness 
and vividness of narrative the whole story 
of the expedition, from its inception by 
Arnold, through all the dreary fortunes and 
misfortunes of the ascent of the Kennebec, 
into the wilderness, amid flood, famine, and 
desertion, across the “terrible carry.“ be- 
fore Quebec, the investment of the city which 
nature itself had so strongly fortified, the 
assault, the death of General Montgomery, 
the hopeless siege, and the final utter failure 
of the campaign, not omitting the signa! 
magnanimity of the behavior of the British 
Governor, Guy Carleton, toward the Ameri- 
can officers and soldiers. 

The captured officers and men were allowed 
to give their role, and in five transports 
were sent home by way of New York. Carle- 
ton, it is stated, generously presented the 
officers on board each transport with a cask 
of wine and five sheep for sea stores, and the 
Bishop of Quebec also contributed two casks 
of wine, eight loaves of sugar, and several 
pounds of green tea. The tea, however, was 
respectfully and with dignity declined, 
whereupon the Bishop, with fine Christian 
spirit, sent coffee instead. To each of the 
rank and file Carleton sent a shirt, a garment 
sadly needed by most of them, and also ad- 
vanced money to supply the immediate 
necessities of many of the men and officers. 
So there was this much, at any rate, of silver 
lining to the dark cloud. 

After a voyage of full a month the trans- 
ports reached Sandy Hook Sept. 12, 4776, 
when they saw the British encampment on 
Staten Island and a fleet of about 400 ves- 
gels and transports in the harbor. After a 
year of woeful struggle with adversity for 
the cause of their country, the shattered 
remnants of Arnold's brave battalions at last 
gazed upon their native shores. Defeat and 
mortification greeted them even here, for 
they saw New York in flames and their com- 
patriots evacuating jit. After a week of ex- 
asperating delay they were allowed to land 
about three miles from Elizabethtown, and 
made their way as best they could te their 
widely separated homes.

can be disabused of the idea that literature 
exists solely that he may make money the 
better. If poor Bracebridge Hemyng, who 
died the other day, had given his affairs into 
the keeping of a competent literary agent he 
would have died a rich man. This, it is true, 
he could not have done, for the literary agent 
did not exist at the date when Hemyng was 
glad to sell for a song copyrights that 
brought large sums of money to his publish- 
ers. Of course, if I were a publisher, bent 
upon squeezing authors to the utmost, I 
should dislike the literary agent, but why 
any one except publishers should dislike him 
is Gifficult to understand. There are publish- 
ers who do not share in the general publish- 
ing dislike of agents, and they are wise. For

Two Gift Books. 
„Masters of Oratory” and.“ Masters of 
Painting.“ By Walter Rowlands. Dana, 

 Bstes & Co. | 

Among the Great Masters of Oratory,” 
by. Walter Bowlands (Dana, Estes & Co.), is 
not a book of oratorical selections, as some 
may imagine, but consists of scenes from 
the lives of noted public speakers. Mr. Row- 
lands has done his work well, and the book 
inside and outside is a beautiful and val- 
uable one. Besides biographical sketches of 
each orator, the author uses, wherever it ts 
possible, beautiful photogravure reproduc- 
tions from paintings representing scenes in 
the lives of each man. There is some ac- 
count of the orator’s speech, the circum- 
stances under which it was delivered, and 
also mention of the artist who painted the 
original picture. |

„Rugs. By Rosa Belle Holt. A. C. Mo- 


Clurg & Co. | 
One of the finest bits of bookmaking bear- 
ing a Chicago imprint ever issued is Rosa 
Belle Holt’s “Rugs: Oriental and Occi- 
dental, Antique and Modern” (A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co.). It is the first attempt at put- 
ting in concise and inexpensive form a 
handbook on this subject. The author con- 
sulted a formidable list of books, printed 
at the end of her volume, corresponded with 
all our Ministers and consuls who could be 
of any benefit to her, and talked with deal- 
ers in many cities, besides hearing from a 
number of experts. The letter press is un- 
pretentious, pa the pook is meant only as 
a guide to enable amateur rug lovers to 
distinguish one variety from another, point- 
ing out the chief markings and symbols. It 
does something more than this, for it gives 
a brief history of rug making in the coun- 
try under consideration and some details of 
the actual manufacture; it has geographical 
data and a map, a list of the meaning of 
place names associated with rugs, and an 
explanation of the inscriptions and symbols. 
Large half-tone pictures illustrate the pro- 
cesses of making rugs in Turkey, Persia, 
India, etc.

As ex- 
amples of r printing these pictures are 
remarkable and they form valuable and 
accurate guides by which to distinguish the 
various soris.
